U.S. Committee 
Lauds Alberta's 
OW Finds 
WASHINGTON—Canadian oil 
discoveries in Alberta are be- 
lieved to constitute the "largest 
find’’.ever made anywhere on 
this continent, Interior Secretary 
Oscar Chapman has disolosed. 


before a, congressional appropri- 
ations sub-committee. 


Chapman told the committee in 
tStimony released recently that the 
Canadians have made “‘a very vital, 
important discovery of new oil 
fields.” 

“They do not know quite the’ ex- 
tent of it yet,” he added. “They are 
exploring it now, but the estimates 
by the geological people of the goy- 
ernment of Canada indicated that it 
is probably the largest find they have 
had anywhere on this. continent. It 
may be part of the same vein that 
runs down into Montana; but. that 
seems to be the main body of it— 
certain sands up there in Alberta.” 

Department officials said they be- 
lieve Chapman was referring to the 
rich oil deposits discovered several 
years ago at Leduc and other sec- 
tors of Alberta. They did not- be- 
lieve he had any new oil. finds in 
mind, : 

The Alberta oil discoveries have 
been widely publicized in Canada, but 
are little known in the United States. 
The extent of those finds is not yet 
known and will not be known for 
some years, due to difficulties in 
charting the boundaries of oil pock- 
ets.
